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F“inding killer whales when 
you're ina kayak is not 
easy. But in my Search for 
them, I didn’t have to look 
too hard at all—the whales 


found me. 


«ur expedition, loaded down with 
tents and enough provisions to last a 
week, set off on a cool, misty morning. 
We hoped to see killer whales (orcas), 
but we had no guarantees. 
Fortunately, my guide was an expert. 
David Arcese has led orca- 
watching kayak expeditions here 
in the icy-cold waters off 
Vancouver Island, Canada, for 


years. If you want to meet Pity 


orcas, David is the man. 

Five minutes out, we saw a bald eagle 
soaring overhead. A good-luck sign, | 
figured. We continued paddling along 
the rocky, tree-lined cliffs and through 
tangled gobs of kelp and seaweed. Close 
to shore, the current was weaker, and 
the sights—such as hummingbirds, bears 
and sea urchins—were more 
interesting. We kept scanning the 
open water, looking for signs of a 


fin or a blow. 

For several hours, all was quiet. 

Then David cupped his hands to his 
mouth and gave an excited shout: 
“Whales!” | looked ahead, and there they 
were: a pod of |2 mighty orcas. 

We paddled out to the middle of the 

channel, angled our kayaks well 

ahead and to the side of the 
whales’ path, and waited. | could 
see them approaching and hear 
their snorting. 
“Are you nervous, Mr. Adventure?” 
asked David. 

Yes, | was. But | just stared at the 
whales. Three males, easily identified 
by their gigantic dorsal fins (see 
Field Guide, page 52), swam apart 
from the pack of females, who 
cruised closer to shore. 

The females swam within 200 


feet of our kayaks, off to the left. 
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Bunched together, they 
swam on the surface in 
perfect rhythm with one 
another, completely 
indifferent to our kayaks. 
“Awesome,” David and | 
said together. He pointed 
to a baby orca so close 
to its mother they 
seemed to be hugging. 
After they passed, we 
paddled out for a close 
encounter with the 
males. With my back to 
them, | strained to turn 
around without tipping 
my kayak. | saw a 
terrifying view: A black 
fin, rising 6 feet from the 
water, was knifing right 
toward me! It dipped 
just under the surface 
and then re-emerged 
as the whale blew. He 
did this four times, 
casually. Then he 
disappeared 
underwater, 
35 feet away. = 
Everything went @@ 
quiet. The blowing 
had stopped. The water 
was completely calm. 
The quiet was nerve- 
wracking. | shivered in 
my kayak.Was | about 
to be tossed up in the 
air when the orca 
resurfaced? | 
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prayed that Mr. Orca’s 
echolocation system (see 
Field Guide) was as good 
as advertised. 

“Look at the water,’ 
said David.““He could 
surface on either side 
of you.” 

| looked to my right: 
nothing but green water. 
For all we knew, the orca 
was already a mile away. 
But as | stared into the 
water, something 
incredible happened. 
Amazingly, the green 
color morphed into a 
wide, streamlined shape, 
mostly black with giant 
white spots. The orca! 
He was gliding up to the 
surface, only |5 feet 
from me. Yikes! 

The orca 
broke the 
surface just 


ahead of me. He huffed 
loudly through his 
blowhole, nearly spraying 
me with water.And he 
was killer-size—his fin 
alone was bigger than all 
of me. 

So much for my first 
day. We spent the rest of 
the week observing 
many whales up close. 
We would sight them 
from our beach 
campsites. A shout of
